In those days appeared in the cloud. 

^ Then immedialely the Gospel shall follow, 

Gospel : John xii. 12 to 19. 

At that time, much people . . . gone after Him. 

f Then the palms shall be distributed, and in the meantime 
these Antiphons shall be sung, the precentor beginningx — 

Antiphon. The children of the Hebrews, bearing olive 
branches, went forth to meet the Lord, crying out and saying, 
Hosanna in the highest. 

Another Antiphon. The children of the Hebrews spread 
their garments in the way and cried, saying, Hosanna to the 
Son of David ; blessed is He that cometh in the Name of the 
Lord. 

The procession shall then go to the place of the first station ; 
and two clerks^ not joining the procession to the first station^ 
shall come to meet it at the place of the first station^ with an 
unveiled cross and tivo banners. As they go the following 
Antiphons shall be sung, so many as are necessary : — 

Antiphon. When the Lord came nigh to Jerusalem, He 
sendeth forth two of His disciples, and saith unto them, Go 
your way into the village over against you, and ye shall find a 
coit tied, whereon never man sat; loose him and bring him to 
Me ; if any man say ought unto you, say ye, That the Lord 
hath need of him. And they loosed him and brought him to 
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Jesus, and cast their garments on hiin,and He sat upon him. 
And some spread their garments in the way, others stravved 
branches of trees in the way. And they that followed, cried ; 
Hosanna, blessed is He that cometh in the Name of the Lord ; 
blessed be the kingdom of our father David ; Hosanna in the 
highest : have mercy upon us, Thou Son of David. 

Antiphon. Six days before the Feast of the Passover, when 
the Lord came to the city of Jerusalem, children met Him, 
carrying in their hands branches of palms, and they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, Hosanna in the highest.

H The first station shall be made at the east end of the north 
side of the church. Here the , When Jesus drew nigh, 

is read, as on Advent Sunday^ by the Deacon, 

The Gospel ended, an acolyte representing a prophet^ stand- 
-r ing in an elevated place^ shall sing the Prophetic Lesson 
as followeth '. — 

O Jerusalem, look towards the east and behold : lift up 
thine eyes, O Jerusalem, and behold the power of thy King. 

Then three clerks shall sing this Verse ; — 

O mystic daughter of Sion, behold thy King cometh 
unto thee, meek and lowly, sitting upon an ass, and a coit the 
foal of an ass, of whose coming the prophetic lesson hath now 
foretold- 
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The officiant shall say : — 

Hail, Lord Jesus. 

The choir continue : — 

To whom the Hebrew people bear witness, meeting Thee, 
palms in hand, singing joyful songs of salvation. 

Again tfu prophet sings : — 

Behold, the Saviour cometh to loose thee from thy chains : 
lift up your heads, 

The clerks : — 

This is He that comes from Edom, from Bozrah with 
garments dyed : 

Glorious is His raiment, travelling in the greatness of His 
strength. 

Not on prancing steeds of battle, nor in turrets set on 
high. 

The officiant says : 

Hail, Thou Light of the World- 

The choir continue : — 

King of Kings, and glory of Heaven : 

Worship and honour and empire are Thine for ever and 
ever. 

Again the prophet sings : — 

Behold, your redemption draweth nigh. 

(Here the prophet retires.) 

The clerks : — 

This is He, that led to slaughter, as a lamb in innocence, 

Death of death, and heirs destruction, by His death wins 
life for man ; 

This is He whom seers of old time chanted of, while ages 


ran. 
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The officiant says \ — 

Hail, Thou bringer of healtli. 

TIu choir continue '. — 

True peace, redempti on, and virtue : 

Who of Thine own free vvill, to death becamest obedienr. 

f Then the procession shall move to the second station ; the 
precentor beginning the foUotving Antiphon ; — 

Antiphon. Worthy art Thou, O Lord our God, to receive 
glory and honour. 

Another Antiphon, The multitudes go forth with flowers 
and palms to meet the Redeemer, and give due reverence to 
the triumphant Conqueror : the people with loud voices 
proclaim the Son of God, and in the praise of Christ their 
voices thunder through the skies, Hosanna. 

If these itvo Antiphons be not enough^ then the foUowing 
ResponsorieSi or one of them, shall be sung^ the precentor 
beginning : — 

fl, The Lord Jesus, six days before the Passover, came to 
Bethany, where Lazarus was which had been dead, whom Jesus 
raised from the dead. 

V. Now there assembled there many of the Jews, thatthey 
might see Lazarus. 

Whom Jesus raised from the dead. 

R. The chief priests consulted that they might put Lazarus 
to death : because that by reason of him many came and 
believed on Jesus. 

y, Therefore the people that was with Him when He called 
Lazarus out of the grave, and raised him from the dead, bare 
record. 

Because that by reason of him many came and believed 
on Jesus. 
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II Then the second staiion shall be made on the south side of 
the church, when seven boys in a prominent plcue shall sing this 
Antiphon ; — 

Antiphon, Glory, and honour, and laud be to Thee, King 
Christ the Redeemer. 

Thou lo whom children of old sweetest Hosannas upraised. 

The choir repeat the same after each verse. 

V, Israers Monarch art Thou, and the glorious offspring 
of David. 

Thou that approachest, a King, blest in the Name of the 
Lord. 

Choir. Glory and honour, etc. 

V. Glory to Thee, in the highest the heavenly armies are 
singing : 

Glory to Thee, on earth man and creation reply. 

V. Met Thee with palms in hand that day the folk of the 
Hebrews : 

We with our prayers and our hymns now to Thy presence 
approach. 

H The station over^ the procession shall go outside the church 
to the West door, singing this Antiphon, the precenior beginning ', — 

Antiphon. Then gathered the chief priests and the 
Pharisees a council, and said, VVhat do we ? for this man 
doeth many miracles ; if we let Him thus alone, all men will 
believe on Him. Lest the Romans come and take away both 
our place and nation. 

H Then the third station shall be made before the west door 
of the ckurch^ where three clerks, turning to the people. shall 
together begin and sing the following verse : — 

V. And one of them, Caiaphas by name, being the high 
priest that year, prophesied and said ; It is expedient for you 
that one man should die for the people, and that the whole 
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nation perish not. From that day forward therefore they took 
counsel to put him to death, saying. Lest the Romans come 
and take away both our place and nation. 

H This done they shall enter the church, singing the follawing, 
the precentor beginning : — 

As the Lord entered into the holy city the children of 
the Hebre ws chanted the resurrection of life ; with branches of 
palm, they cried, Hosanna in the highest. 

y. And when they heard that Jesus was come to Jerusalem, 
they went forth to meet Him. 

With branches of palms they cried, Hosanna in the 

highest. 

Then the fourth station is made before the choir^ and thege 
the officiant shall begin the following Antiphon, singing Hail 
ihree times, raising his voice each time higher, and the choir 
replying, “ Our Monarch,” as followeth 

Priest. Hail. 

The choir reply : — 

Our Monarch. 

Priest, Hail. 

Choir, Our Monarch. 

Priest Hail. 

Choir, Our Monarch, Son of David, Redeemer of the 
World, whom prophets foretold should come to be the Saviour 
of the house of Israel. For Thee did the Father send into the 
World to be our saving victim, whom all the saints from the 
beginning bf the world were expecting. And now Hosanna to 
the Son of David : Blessed is He that cometh in the Name of 
the Lord. Hosanna in the highest. 

IVhich done, they shall enter tlu choir. 
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H As they enier the choir they shall sing : — 

Antiphon, Lying men compassed Me about; without a 
cause have they scourged Me. But Thou, O Lord, My 
defender, avenge Me. 

V, Deliver Me from Mine enemies, O My God. 

Defend Me from them that rise up against Me. 

Let us pray. 

Collect 

Almighty and everlasting God, who of Thy tender love 
towards mankind hast sent Thy Son, our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
to take upon Him our flesh, and to suffer death upon the 
cross, that all mankind should follow the example of His 
great humility; mercifully grant that we may both follow the 
e^nple of His patience, and also be made partakers of His 
resurrection, Through the same Jesus Christ our Lord. Arnen.

Two deaconSy standing at the step of the Altar, reply : — 

Holy God, Holy and Mighty, Holy and Immortal, have 
mercy upon us ! 

Holy God, Holy and Mighty, Holy and Immortal, 
have mercy upon us ! 

Priest. Because I led thee through the wilderness forty 
years, and fed thee with manna, and brought thee into a 
land exceeding good, thou hast prepared a cross for thy 
Saviour. 

Deacons. Holy God, etc. 

Chotr» Holy God, etc. 

Priest. What more could I have done unto thee that 
I have not done? I indeed did piant thee, O My vineyard, 
with exceeding fair fruit, and thou art become very bitter 
unto Me, for vinegar mingled with gall thou gavest Me to 
quench My thirst, and with a spear hast thou pierced the 
side of thy Saviour. 
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Deacons. Holy God, etc. 

Choir. Holy God, etc. 

Then this Antiphon : — 

Behold the holy cross, on which the Saviour of the world 
did hang for us. O come and let us worship. 

The choir reply : — 

Antiphon. We venerate Thy cross, O Lord, and praise 
and glorify Thy holy resurrection ; for behold, by means of 
the cross, there hath come joy unto the whole world. 

Psalm Ixvii. 

God be merciful unto us, and bless us : and shew us the 
light of his countenance, and be merciful unto us ; 

2 That thy way may be known upon earth : thy saving 
health ‘among all nations. 

3 Let the people praise thee, O God ; yea, let all the people 
praise thee. 

4 O let the nations rejoice and be glad : for thou shalt judge 
the folk righteously, and govem the nations upon earth.

The whole Psalm is said, without Glory be to the Father, 
by the whole choir : and after each verse is repeated the Antiphon 
by the whole choir.

V, For the work of our salvation 

Needs would have his order so, 

And the multi for m deceiver*s

V, Wherefore, when the sacred fulness 
Of the appointed time was come, 

This world*s Maker left His Father, 

Sent the heavenly mansions from,

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.V. Thirty years among us dwelling, 

His appointed time fulfiird, 

Born for this, He meets His passion,

f The follmving Antiphon with its Verse shall then be sung 
by the tvhole choir sitiing, the precentor beginning : — 

Antiphon. Whilst the Maker of the world suffered the 
punishment of death upon the cross, and crying with a loud 
voice yielded up His spirit, lo 1 the veil of the temple was rent 
in twain, and the graves were opened, for there had been an 
exceeding great earthquake, because the world cried aloud, for 
that it could not endure the death of the Son of God. 

V. Therefore the side of the crucified Lord being pierced 
by the lance of the soldier, there came forth blood and water 
for our redemption and salvation. 

V. O most wondrous ransom ! whose weight hath redeemed 
the world from captivity, hath shattered heirs infemal strong- 
holds, and opened unto us the gate of the kingdom. V. 
Therefore, etc. 
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
